Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. Follow- 
ing ts the full text of the directions 
for preparing the muffins, as ‘an- 
nounced by the department: 

The ingredients are 1-3 cup but- 
fer melted, 1-4 cup sugur, I exg, 3-4 
cup milk, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 2 cups 
sifted flour, 4 teaspoons baking pow 
der, 1 cup cranberries and 2 tabte- 
spoons sugar. , 

Break the egg into a mizing bowl, 
Beat it. Hghtly.. Add the milk. 
Sift the dry ingredients. Then add 
the milk and egg mixture; also the 
melted butter. Roll the cranberrica 
in the two tablespoons of sugar, and 
told them carefully into the batter. 
Place in greased muffin pans. Bako 
in a moderate. oren, about one half 
hour or until brown.
